is dismissed.”

regard to non-advertisers. 
“A careful checkup through the 
federal bankruptcy courts,” says 
the Retailer, “shows 
that 
the 
average 
percentage of failures 
made 
by z non-advertisers in 32 
cities is 83.6 per cent. 
In Los 
Angeles 92 per cent of the fail­ 
ures since the first of 1927 have 
been non-advertisers. 
The low­ 
est non-advertising morality rate 
was shown in Bridgeport, Conn., 
and Nashville, Tenn., with OO and 
67 per cent, respectively, while 
Troy, N. Y., was highest with an 
even IOO per cent.” 
In other words, out of every 
IOO business men who fail 83 of 
them are men who haven’t adver­ 
tised. 
Seventeen classed as ad­ 
vertisers fail, but this may be 
because they didn’t advertise con­ 
sistently or because they spent 
their money unintelligently. Men 
who know how' to advertise in­ 
telligently and get the most pos­ 
sible for every dollar they spend 
are never seen in the bankruptcy 
courts. .
